I am always glad to try to assist a fellow researcher and writer. I was privileged to know Michael and my wife and 
I visited him and Diana in England long ago. He fixed overnight after I went to sleep some of the damaged English coin 
scales I had bought in London and brought with me 

I am a numismatist and run a money museum in St. Louis. Included in the collection are a large group of American coin 
counterfeit detector mechanisms and coins scales. I wrote a book with A.George Mallis on the subject. I have a paucity of

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English rockers but have a large collection of English coin pub tills. 

Mallis was a good friend of mine but was somewhat secretive. When he and his wife became sick he had to spend a lot of 
money and ran out of it. He lived in Springfield, Massachusetts She died a few days before he did. He provided in his will 
that I could buy American items in his collection at prices he had set. I was told it was not clear about some of the prices. 
He owed me a substantial amount of money for half the cost of printing our book I never received anything, His collection 
was then sold at auction in Boston by a firm specializing in technical items. My guess is about 1990 - 91, I was 
outbid on the American items I wanted. There were a group of English pieces in the printed catalog. Jerome Katz, a vice 
president of ISCS, was there I think and he could be helpful.

Thank you for the quick response and the information. I will do some more investigating. I am already in 
touch with Jerome Katz and have sent him a detailed list of the sovereign rockers that I am searching for. I 
have included the list below and copied Jerome on this email to perhaps stir his memory. The HULSTON & 
LUCAS is the rocker that Diana believes George Mallis once owned. Your information may help if Jerome 
has a copy of the auction catalog or can provide additional information? 


I too am a numismatist but the coins that I collect have gotten too dear for my pocket book these days. My 
collections include Roman Imperial Silver Denarii and Antoninianii (-150), but my passion was Gallo-Belgic 
and British Celtic gold and silver (-70-80) which I started collecting after I bought Robert Van Arsdell’s book 
“Celtic Coinage of Britian” at Spink in London, when they first released it around 1990. I am fortunate 
enough to have a Celtic Coin Index Private Collection letter ‘M’ which is the result of submitting my coins in 
the early days of the project. 


Sovereign Balance List 


“ I am specifically searching for sovereign balances with the following names from Michael Crawforth’s 
Booklet on Sovereign Balances. I have been unable to find examples of the following to obtain photographs, 
even with Diana Crawforth (now Hitchins) assistance on who originally reported or owned the rockers. My 
comments are in bold and italic below. 


MARK ON BALANCE 

BASTICK, LONDON - Richard Bastick, scale-maker, 2 Holywell Row, Worship St, London, 1840-50 - no 
record of owner. 

B.C. - possibly Bennett Cattle - no record of owner or even that a ‘B.C.’ labelled rocker ever 
existed. 

DOLLO - Unknown - no record of owner. 

GAIMES (name on box) - Gaimes, 53 St. Paul’s Churchyard, London - probably just a retailer of 
Thomas Simmons made rockers - no record of owner. 

HULSTON & LUCAS - Unknown - ex George Mallis Collection - don’t know what happened to it 
after George died.
